All open account 
invoices are payable 30 days net unless otherwise 
agreed. Cash, security or satisfactory references re- 
quired from unknown parties. Interest at the rate of 
6% per annum shall be charged on accounts from 
maturity. No stock will be sold directly or indirectly 
on consignment. Orders for shipment C.O.D. must be 
accompanied by a remittance for one-third of the 
amount to insure acceptance.
